296. 
By the arrangement between 
Jefferson and Columbiana it has been 
jonceded for several days that the 
indard bearers of those two eoun- 
would be nominated. 
In spite of the hardest kind of oppo­ 
sition from Belmont, by which every 
effort was made to disrupt the delega­ 
tion from the two northern counties 
>f the district, J. C. Heinlein went 
lown to defeat. 
Many of the dele­ 
te s from Columbiana and Jefferson 
fhave a very high regard for Heinlein 
himself, but did not take kindly to the 
tactics employed by his managers. 
Columbiana was the last delegation 
to reach Bellaire, arriving by a spe­ 
cial train, which was run from Salem. 
No time was lost. after their arrival 
in Bellaire, and the Columbiana coun­ 
ty men marched to the city building, 
where the county caucus was held in 
the auditorium. 
Hon. C. S. Speaker of lisbon called 
the caucus to order. 
Every delegate 
and a large number 
of 
alternates 
were present.

biana and Jefferson was of the most 
legitimate character.

Mt. Vernon. O., April 20.—Fred W. 
Jones, son of the late General G. Alex­ 
ander Jones, and nephew of the late 
Hon. B. F. Jones of Pittsburg, shot and 
killed his wife and then ended his own 
life. The husband and wife had quar­ 
relled early in the morning over money 
matters. Jones asked his wife to turn 
ever to him $1,000 received from the 
estate of the late B. F. Jones. Owing 
to her husband’s intemperate habits 
she refused. 
Jones then packed his 
trunk and stated he would leave home- 
In the meantime Mrs. Jones, suspect­ 
ing further trouble, telephoned for her 
brother-in-law. James Israe,, superin­ 
tendent 
of the Mt. Vernon bridge 
works. 
Mr. Israel soon reached the 
house and was engaged in conversa­ 
tion with Mrs. Jones when Mr. Jones 
entered the room and mad* further 
demands for money. 
He became abusive and Mrs Jones 
stepped into the hall to rail for a po­ 
liceman. 
Jones followed her into the 
hall and pulled a revolver from his 
pocket. 
Mrs. Jones, seeing the dan­ 
ger, started back to Mr. Israel for 
protection, but just as she entered the 
door Jones shot her in the head and 
she fell dead in the doorway. 
Jones 
took a step backward and placing the 
revolver at his right temple discharg­ 
ed the weapon and fell dead on the 
floor. The whole tragedy was enacted 
before Israel, but happened so quickly 
he was unable to Interfere. 
Fred W. Jones was 53 years old and 
was the first roadmaster of the C., A. 
& C. railroad. 
During later years he 
has been in the contracting business 
and has built a number of electric 
roads in Ohio. 
At the time of his 
death he was president of the C. O. 
& N. railroad and the C. VV., Mt. Vt. 
& C. railway to be constructed this 
summer.

Your solidarity should 
cause g reat benefit.” 
In the absence of President Gompers 
from the city Frank Morrison, the sec­ 
retary of the federation, probably will 
bring the matter to the attention of 
the war department with a view if 
possible to an amelioration of ex isting 
conditions and the protection of the 
labor Interests. 
The federation has a larg e number 
of unions in Porto Rico, the members 
of many of which are eng ag ed in ag ri 
culture.

cording to the opinion of Dr. E. 
H. 
Arnold, director of the New Haven 
normal school of g ymnastics, as ex ­ 
pressed at the convention of the Amer­ 
ican Physical Education association. 
He thoug ht dancing was very much 
more valuable scientifleaily for women 
than for men as streng thening the 
weakest portions of their frames. 
Dr. 
Arnold denounced the etiquette which

lower limbs was impeded.

cated the hopping dance, saying that 
the sooiai dance, with its g lide or walk, 
is useless hyg ienically.

cing ." said Dr. W. G. Auiderson, about 
the introduction*of dancing at Yale. 
He was not sure of its success there, 
but g ave a number of statistics prov­ 
ing its widespread use in g ymnasiums 
throug hout the United States.

that Murphy, the Yale trainer, sends 
his men to the dancing class, as it 
makes them quicker and surer on their 
feet.

BAKERS MAY STRIKE. 


85, 000 Men W ill Probably Be Involved 
io the Trouble. 
New York. April 19.—The decision 
of fhe United States supreme court 
ag ainst the constitutionality of the 
bakers’ lo-hour law will, it is feared, 
be followed 
by a 
strike of 8 5.000 
bakers in the leading cities of the 
country. 
Frank H. Harzbeckor. secre­ 
tary of the Journeymen Bakers’ and 
Confectioners’ 
International 
union, 
has declared, on learning of the de­ 
cision. that there will be a lig ht all 
along th« line if the bakers’ demand 
for a 10-hour day is refused on May 1. 
All the union officials in this city 
declare there will be no let up In the 
fig ht for a 10-hour day despite the 
nullification 
of 
the 
state 
law. 
In 
Greater New York an ag reement be­ 
tween 3,000 journeymen and their em­ 
ployers ex pires May 1. 
The bakers 
desire a renewal of the contract. The 
employers are willing to pay union 
wag es, they say, but are opposed to 
any formal ag reement so that a strike 
Is considered likely.
